Just what constitutes a water hazard

probably puzzles more golfers than any
other rule. Two questions were recently
Put up to the national hody, one cons
corning the exact definition of casual
water, and the other asking what waa

to be done when a ball has to bhe thrown
out of a water hazard and the ground
back of the hazard is out of bounds, The
questions and answers glven were as
follows:

Q. A drove a hall from the tes during
i rain storm, eaid ball landing on a hill-
glde having an angle of approximately
forty-five degrees, which is part of tha
fair green. Said ball buried itself ap-
proximately two Inches In the grﬂnd.
When A arrived to play the hall ter
had accumulated around the ball in tha
hole made by the ball and A claimed the
ball waw in casual water and lifted withe
out pennity, The water was onoe and &
quarter inches above the oenter of the
ball. DId A have the right to 1ft?

A. The ball did lie in cnsunl water, as
the definition of water In the term
“easunl water' is any water which inters
feres with the lie of the ball or the
stance of the player, and A had the
right to drop a ball without penalty une
